REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
an optical waveguide that is optically coupled with said optical component, the optical 
waveguide fixed to the optical component by a bond material that is arranged between 
an outer lateral surface of the waveguide and sidewalls of the waveguide holding 
groove, wherein said waveguide holding groove has substantially a circular cross- 
sectional shape, and the waveguide holding groove is located in the optical component 
in a way to form a groove opening on the upper surface of the optical component, the 
groove opening formed by an intersection of the sidewalls of the groove with the upper 
surface of the optical component, wherein a width of the groove opening on the upper 
surface of the optical component is narrower than a diameter of the optical waveguide 
located in said waveguide holding groove, and a diameter of the optical waveguide is 
narrower than a diameter of the circular cross-sectional shape of the waveguide holding 
groove in combination with the rest of claim 15 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the 
Remarks section filed 1 2/26/07. 

It is noted that the claim 15 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim.
